Deadline for Paying Poll Tax 


The following .statement on payment of poll taxes 


released jointly by Attorney General Jack Holt and 
Auditor J. Oscar Humphrey is, so far as the law is con- 
cerned, an uffjicial opinion by the attorney general's of- 
fice. 


The new law fixes the deadline for payment of poll tax- 


es October 1, but since tin's falls on Sunday this year the 
actual deadline will be Saturday night, September 30. 
The official statement follows. 


Act 82 of the Acts of Arkansas, 1930, changes the old law and pro- 


vides that a person may now pay his poll tux up to midnight of the 
first day of October of this year (1939). 


Please bear in mind that it is absolutely ncce.ssai-y for everyone who 


wisres to vote in the primary next year (19-10) to have a poll tax issued 
prior (o midnight of the first day of October, 1939. 


All persons who failed to assess last year and who wish to pay*their 


poll tax between now and midnight October 1, 'may assess delinquent 
with the assessor and pay their poll tux without a penalty, under tho 
provisions of Section 4 of the Acts of Arkansas, 1939. which reads us fol- 
lows: 


"That the collectors of the various counties of the stale are hereby 


authorised and directed not to collect the penalties provided by law for 
delinquent poll tax assessments for the year 1938. upon which assessment 
tuxes are to be paid in 1939." 


Du not forget you must have n poll tax issued and dated prior to 


midnight October 1, 1939, in order to vote in the primary of 1940.

bar thousands of good citizens from voting in the primary next year 
b'.'cauc.x- they have not been mucte aware of the change, will you, who 
read this article, please inform as many people as possible in your county 
of the, change; in the law.

The British blockade has already tightened around Germany. The British 


are already stopping as contraband any supplies bound for Gennnny which 
tivcy £eel will help that country to wage war. Germany retaliates with word 
that it will do the same — try to prevent shipment to England of the same 
articles, try to prevent it ''by any m'eans," 


The objective of both countries is exactly the same. The method will be 


different. The British, holding control of the surface of the sea, will halt 
neutral ships, search them, take them to neutral ports, delay and bedevil 
them. This is irritating, but does not usually cause loss of life. British 
cruisers, while engaged in this work, will be relatively safe. 


The Germans will use the means at hand to accomplish the same thing. 


That means is the submarine. Doubtless they would prefer to give warning, 
assure safety to crews, search for contraband, and the like, before sinking 
neutral ships. But the submarine is not that kind of a weapon. Once at the 
surface it is in momentary danger of masked guns aboard freighters, U-boats, 
sudden arrival of surface warships, even planes. It must strike quickly and 
run. 


A war is not a fooftall game-in the Ivy League. It is a life-and-death 


struggle. "Internationally-accepted rules" of warfare • are obserbed by no 
country to its pronounced disadvantage. If Germany becomes convinced that 
her best chance to beat Britain is to wage unrestricted warfare by submarine, 
she will do it. She did it in 1917, even though she knew it would bring the 
United States into the war. She will do it again. All naval realists agree that 
any. country, similarly placed, would do it. 


All this is as certain as anything can be in a mad world. Americans must 


be prepared to face these facts, and to shape American-policy -to fit. Our ef- 
fort to maintain during, the World war what had been universally accepted 
as '"neutral rights," was an unhappy one. Both sides trampled on those "rights, 
and the Gei'man trampling became so heavy that it -led us into-war. 


This whole idea of -"neptral rights" needs re-study. 'Have neutral countries 


any right to ship goods in their own ships to countries at war, in defiance of 
blockades by desperate opponents? Wilson thought so. All the. civilized- world 
once thought so. 


-•Has this "right" any reality today? If so, is it worth war to maintain it? 


These are not hypothetical questions. They are questions with which the 


first wild torpedo fired by a. panicky U-boat commander- may confront us at 
any time. It is not too soon to begin thinking about the answers.

ordinarily won't reproduce. The drug 
doubles the number of choromosomes 
in tho hybrid plant cells, a process 
thiita happens also to ordinary plants 
but not with much frequency. 


For instance Asiatic cotton has a 


drought resistant strain these scien- 
tists would like to breed into common 
American upland cotton. A cross of 
the two strains, however, produces 
an infertile hybrid because the cells 
of each of those varieties contain 
a different number of chromosomes 
that don't mix normally when thty 
are mated. 


Experiment on Cotton 


Colchine applied to the hybrid doub- 


les the number of chromosomes so 
they can pair off, giving u fertile 
plant. Then the plant can reproduce 
and scientists can use it in breeding 
toward the drought resistant strain 
they are seeking. 


They've 
already 
produced . fertile 


tobacco hybrids at the Department of 
Agriculture and are working on oilier 
crops including cotton, tobacco, flax, 
buckwheat and several varieties of ber- 
ries.
